Farther to make out my Simily between 
a Fever and a Plague, | come now to ex- 
amige into the real Decay of our Manu- 
fa&ttires, and the Damage we fuffer’d under 
the “Encroachment this made on our 
Trade—And thenI hhall give a moft ‘us- 
anfwerable Proof, that this, and this only, 
was the Caufe of that Decay, and chat ic 
was vifibly going on to the entire fupplant- 
ing .the very Name of a Maoufa@ture obt 
of fome Parts of the Nation. 

There were two Things which conctnpu- 
ted chiefly to the Mifchief 1 am talking of, 
and which gave the Eaft. India Trade {uch

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was the encreafing the Stock of the Traders 
thicher, by fir/t, the Old Company call- 
ing 640000}, into their Trade, the 
New Companies being ere&ted upon us 
atthe fame Time, and both being encou- 
raged by the D-mand and the great Prices 
of their Goods. The Second was the general 
Fanfic of the People rnnning upon Eaft. India 
Goods to that Degree, that the Chints and 
painted Callicoes, which before were only 
made Ule of fer Carpets, Quilts, ec. and 
19 cloth Children or ordinary People, be- 
came now the Drefs of our Ladies, and 
fuch is the Power of a Mode; we faw our 
Perfons of Quality drefs’d in Jndian Car- 
pets, which but a few Years before their 
Chamber-Maids would have thought too 
erdioary for them 4 the Chints were ad- 
vane'd from lying on their Floors to their 
Backs, from the Foot-Cloth to the Petti- 
coat, and even the QUEEN Her felf at 
that Time was pleafed to appear in China 
and Japan, I mean China Silks and Callico. 

Nor was thisall, but it crept into our 
Houfes, our Clofets, and Bed-Chambers, 
Curtains, Cufhions, Chairs, and at laft 
Beds themfelves were nothing but Callicoes 
or Indian Stuffs, and in‘fhore almoft every 
Thiog that ufed to be made of Wool or 
Silk, relating either to the Drefs of the 
Women, or the Furnicure of our Houfes, 
was fupply’d by the Indian Trade, 

What remain’d then for ourPeople tc do, 
but to ftand ftill and look on, fee the Bread 
taken out of their Mouths, and the Ea/f- 
India Trade carry away the whole Em- 
ployment of their People ?- What had the 
Mafters to do but difinifS their Jour- 
Bey men, and take no more Apprenti- 
ces? What had the Journey-men to do but 
to fit Rill, grow poor, run away and ftarve ; 
of which prefently by ic felf. 

While this general Guft of tne Nation 
run thus upon their own Ruig, i cannot 
be fuppofed, buc the Companies, who 
generally have their Eyes open to their In- 
rere{ft, mutually agreed in this, tho’ sbey 
mere at open War with one another in other 
Things, that their Bulinefs was to make Hay 
while this Sun fhin'd ; and now it was they 
borrow’d Money on Bonds, doubled their 
Stocks, and inftead of a few Ships, began to 


fend whole Fleets every Year to the Eaft- 
Indies—It would be peedlefSto enter into 
the monftrous Growth of the Trade in a- 
bout § or 6 Years Times let any Man but 
look into the Cargdes exported and ime 
ported in the Years 98, and 99, or be- 
tween 1697, aad 1699, and they will find 
the Account fo furprizing, that a Maa 
hardly dare put it in Print; ic feemsto 
carry with it fomething incredible, oz ra- 
ther impoffible, w/z. 

That from December 1697, to Famuary 
1699, was exported in bullion only, be- 
fides Goods, and by the Companies, be- 
fide private Trade, feven Millions, one 
Hundred fifty even Thoufand, three Hun- 
dred feventy two Ounces of Plate, 

That the Cargo home ot the fifty odd 
Ships, whish went ont as a'ove, by gcneral 
Calculations made by betrer Hands than 
mine, at that time, amounred to in the 
Hands of the Retailer above feven Millions 
Sterling. 

That feveral fingle Shi fuch 
Martha, the Taveftock, and pa core 
Home two Hundred Thoufand Pieces of 
Goods at a Time, dirc@ly interfering with 
our Home Manufactures, and belides the 
Humour of the Times being on many Ace 
counts to be fold teyond al) Preporcion, 
aaa than any thing could be made 

Add to all this, that to encreafe if- 
fortunes at that Time, and to a pe 
Deftru€tion of our Manufactures, the Com- 
panies could not pretend, chat this was in 
the leafta Return for any thing of our own 
Growth 3 had it been fo, our People would 
ti have had fome Employment, and the 
Export might have been fometbing of an 
Equivalent co-lacisiié the People—— But 
while not a Pennyworth of Goods went ae 
for it, the whole Weigh: lay upon ou 
People, and our Manutuétures felc fuch ; 
general Decay, that he, who fhall read the 
next of th-fe Papers, may perhaps be 
fomething furpriz‘d at. ee 

Let no Man wonder, the Parli 
foon as they were made fentblereketens 
came readily into the Prohibition, nor ‘te 
them doubt, that any future Parlumenr 
while thefe Things may be made plain to 


them 
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them will ever come into a Repeal of it— 
Nay, | cannet think, that even the Mem- 
bers of the Companies themfelves, as Eng- 
hifh Men, as Britains, and take them ab- 
ftraéted trom their privare Intereft as Mem- 

ers, can defire it, they cannot but bluth 
when they look back at the Havock they had 
mide among us in Trade, and how the 
Gain, they made, was out of the Lite- 
Bloud of the Nation. 

As to thofe who prefum’d, that an Offer 
of Money tothe Parliament would pur- 
chafe them anything, and chen had this in 
their View, they fhould have confider’d 
two or three Things. 


Firft, Their fcandalous Opinion of the 


Parliawent deferv’d fome Refentment, that. 


they could imagine chey would fupply the 


publick Demands at fuch a Price, cr that 
they cculd be ignorant of the Confequen- 
Ces, 

Secondly, They ought toremember, chat 
the Fund, thry have enjoy’d fo long, and 
the extravagant [Tatereft of 8 per Cenr. 
they have receiv’d, gives Roomenovgh for 
the Government to demand the Money 
they are now to advance, without grancirg 
them awy other Favour, than the adding 
to their Political Lite a new Leafe of a1 
Years, and they ought to be very thankful 
forthe Bounty ; but of this hereafter,
